CHAPTER 1. X 

An ACT confirming the title of Matthias GreenatvaH to certain lafjdt 
' therein mentioned. 

WHEREAS Matthias Greenawalt of Chester county, theti 
a subject of the emperor of Germany, did, on the elev- 
enth day of December, 1802, purchase and receive a deed of 
' conveyance in fee simple from Samuel King of said county, for 
thirteen acres and eight perches of liand, situate iu the township of 
Easttown and county aforesaid, bounded by lands of Isaac Wayne, 
Samuel King, and John Tucker* And whereas it hath been 
represented, that the said Matthias Greenawalt at the time of the 
purchase aforesaid, was unacquainted with the laws relative to 
aliens purchasing and holding real estate within this common- 
wealth, and that he hath since the purchase aforesaid become a 
citizen of the United States, according to laws enacted in that 
behalf: Therefore, 

Sect. L BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
°f the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, 
a *d it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That the j^ Greeit** 
title tb all and singular the above described tract of land, wait, an a-

WHEREAS the rector, church wardens and vestrymen of 
the United Episcopal churchs of Christ churci} and St. 
Peter's church in the city of Philadelphia, by their petition to 
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this general assembly, have represented that on the twenty-fourtli 
day of June, in the year of our Lord, one thousand seven hunr 
dred and sixty-five, a chatter was granted by the then proprie- 
taries of Pennsylvania, to divers qiembers of the Episcopal 
church, at that time called the church of England, residing in 
the city of Philadelphia, who were incorporated by the name of 
" The rector,, church wardens and vestrymen of the United 
Episcopal churches of Christ church and St. Peter's church, in 
the city of Philadelphia, in the province of Pennsylvania," that in 
consequence of the increase of the member? of the said churches, 
there were many who could not be accommodated with convenient 
seats, and they therefore, at a very considerable expense, had late- 
ly built another church in the said city, called St. James's church; 
that it was the wish of the members of these three churches, 
to be united under one charter, to be made as conformable as con- 
veniently might be to the charter aforesaid, and the said petit 
tioners therefore prayed that an act might be passed enlarging 
and altering the said old charter, only in the particular matters?

WHEREAS the legislature of Massachusetts has propo- 
sed as an amendment .to the constitution of the United States, 
the following article, viz.— "No law shall be enacted for lay- 
ing an embargo, or for prohibiting or suspending commerce, 
for a longer period than until the expiration of thirty days
